Hope for Teace With Honor' 


Without Fighting to Finish

New York—c^H-The further Eur- 


ope proceeds with its mad-hatter 
•war, the more apparent it becomes 
that both sides are discreetly in- 
clined to hope there may be an 
easier road to victory—or shall we 
employ 
th"e revised version of 


"peace with honor"—than through 
a bleak and bloody hole torn in the 
German west wall or the French 
Maginot line. 


True, artillery duels and costly 


local engagements are proceeding 
on the western front They did last 
night. 


A major offensive 
presumably 


will develop in due course. That's 
almost inevitable in any event, for 
the psychological effect if nothing 
else. 


An army, like a dictator, has to 


keep itself in the limelight if it is 
to hold its following. You'd be sur- 
prised to know how many times 
big attacks are made on orders 
from the home government with 
the idea of providing propaganda 
to buck up the civilian morale, or 
for use abroad. 


However, both the Anglo-French 


allies and the Germans are trying 


in Moscow on a friendly mission for 
what are described 
as important 


trade and diplomatic talks. 


Observers looked for the Soviet to 


try to obtain an agreement whereby 
Turkey would close the Dardanelles 
to ships opposed to Russian inter- 
ests. Such a pact would place Rus- 
sia in a powerful strategic position

That would be the same Colonel 
Fleming, a small, decorous soldier, who, in his term as athletic officer at 
West Point, raised so tonuch money that they had to 
get him out of there lest the Military academy one

Gentlemen: In October of each year the Trustees of the De- 
tention Camp make up a budget for the ensuing year, which 
budget is then presented to the Outagamie County Board for ac- 
ceptance or rejection, either in part or in whole. In making up 
the budget for maintenance at the Detention Camp last October, 
which budget was for maintenance expected to be incurred in 
the year 1939, the same was based primarily on expense of other 
years, and among other things, was considered the number of 
inmates sentenced to the Camp. In accordance therewith, the sum 
of S100.0Q per month was estimated to be the cost of supplies 
for the Camp. r 


At the present time there is left in said fund approximately the 


sum of S100.00. We believe such fund was so readily depleted 
for tha following reasons: 


1. An increase in the number of prisoners at the Camp, which 
increase necessitated the serving of 38% more meals to August 
1st, than were served In the corresponding period the previous 
yea*. 


2. Because of the fact that in the beginning of the year we had 


on hand several skilled laborers, a foundation wall was placed 
under the main building of the Camp. This wall we did not an- 
ticipate putting in when the budget was made up, but due to the 
fact that the same could be constructed at a nominal cost be- 
cause of the fact that the labor was available, and because the 
eld foundation, posts were rotted and were causing the building 
to sag, we thought it advisable to make such improvement. 


3. The garden at the Camp for the year 1938 was more or less 


a failure. This was not apparent when the budget was made up. 
33? way of explanation of this we wish to state that our pota- 
toes, after they were harvested, due to the wetness of the year, 
rotted, which meant an expenditure of approximately S75.00 for 
that single item that -was not anticipated. 


In order to operate the camp for the balance of the -year a sum 


of $600.00 will have to be added to the maintenance fund, and at 
this time we wish to make a request for such sum. 


Several years ago an appropriation was reqjested by the 


Trustees for installation of wiring at the Camp. The County 
Board at that time made an appropriation for such. The sum of 
S5Z 15 presently remains in the fund set up for the purpose of 
wiring.

Gentlemen: Your court house committee respectfully report! u 
follows: 


1. There seems to be no possibility at the present time of ob- 


taining federal funds to help build the court house. 


2. There is now the sum of 5140,038.49 in the court house build- 


ing fund. If it is decided to build a court house at once inis 
money would be available. ' From information from reliable 
sources, we feel the rest of the money could be borroxved for 
not to exceed two per cent interest and that it would be possible 
to even cut that rate down by obtaining a premium from the 
purchasing financial house for the bonds. In 1941 the county 
will be out of debt. The first bonds would probably not mature 
for three to five years. If a new court house is to be built 
within the next few years there seerns to be no better time than 
the present from three viewpoints: 


a. The financial condition of the county 


• b. The preseni low money rate 


c. The need of numerous of our citizens for employment 


3. The present physical condition of our court house is de- 


plorable and will requiro a large outlay in the near future. On 
September 15, 1933. the building committee received a report on 
the condition of the roof> which is available to any one inter- 
ested. We quote one sentence: "After having looked over this 
building, I would not hesitate to say it has the poorest roof in the 
county, and houses the most valuable records it is possible to 
accumulate." Nothing 'was done to mend the roof and its condi- 
tion has steadily grown worse. In the opinion of your committee, 
a new roof at a heavy expense is necessary at the present time. 


The ram is coming through the walls of the west side of the 


court house and leaking into the office- of the county treasurer 
and highway office. The leaks are especially bad in the office of 
the county treasurer where valuable records are kept. 


The four mainstairways are shaky and in a condition where 


they are dangerous when used by many people at one time. The 
brass bindings are broken and loose and there have been many 
complaints of people catching their heels in the same. 


Three fire escapes at a cost of $790.00 each are in the opinion of 


the building and grounds committee, the minimum requirement 
for safety now that the third floor as being extensively used. The 
above cost doss not include the installation of exit doors. Thdre 
are no fire escapes now. The building is not fire proof and many 
lire hazards are present, especially in the basement where the 
plaster on the ceiling is practically all down and the wood jcists 
are exposed. There is a serious question whether the supposed 
fire proof vaults would resist fire. In the opinion of the com- 
mittee they would not do so. 


There is constant trouble with the sewers. 
The number one boiler is very much worn. It may last for two 


years at the best, and is liable to give out any time. 


The outside entrance steps to the basement are in bad shape 


and should be rebuilt 


The men's lavatory is badly ventilated. 
*- The lack of space in the court house is well known to those 


who have any dealings in the building. Probably no other build- 
i^g in the county is visited by so many persons in 1he course of 
a year, and certainly none houses so many valuable and irre- 
placeable records 


One of the most important offices in the county is that of the 


county judge. Hundreds of people use bis office cverv year, vet 
it virtually consists of a single room, so dark that lights must be 
maintained at its southern end the year around. The judge has 
a small chamber partitioned off in one corner of the room and 
it is-often impossible for him to get half of the people interested 
in a hearing into the room. The vault in -which his records are 
stored is inadequate, practicelly -unventilated and requires elec- 
tric lights the year around as there are no windows. The same 
condition as to vaults applies also the clerk of courts, the clerk 
of the municipal court and the county treasurer. The basement of" 
the court house and the basement of the jail are filled with rec- 
ords from these places destruction of which would be a serious 
matter to the entire community. 
\ 


The municipal court is as inadequately housed as the countv 


court Jury cases are almost impossible to try in it F.ven court 
cases with popular interest can not be heard there without in- 
sufferable overcrowding. There is no jury room so that the jurors 
fieely mingle with the people and can be approached by the 
parties or witnesses without much danger of detection. The mu- 
nicipal court reporter's office is in one part of the building, the 
judge's office in another and neither is directly connected with 
the court room. The result -s the circuit and municipal courts 
are compelled to use the upstairs court room. This last is so 
poorly designed that the witnesses can not be seen from a por- 
tion of the tables at which the lawyers examining sit and can be 
heard by them only-with great difficulty. There is no room for 
public assemblies. A few davs aeo the Appleton Post-Crescent 
carried a story to the effect that Judge Ryan was forced to hear 
several matters in the circuit court clerk's ofTice because every 
room including his office was occupied. This is far from an un- 
uShal occurence. The court house lacks conference rooms, so 
lawyers endeavoring to negotiate settlement and save the county 
many dollars which would otherwise be paid -(or jurymen and 
bailiff fees, are unable to find any place except the public cor- 
ridors in which to consult with their clients. The municipal 
judge is an extremely busy man but he often has to give up his 
private offices to conferences o£ this kind. 


The other county offices are equally crowded and to find space 


for some of them it has been necessary to rent down town of- 
fice space in two separate buildings at an expense to the county 
of approximately seventy dollars a month. ,

Washington — CD— There's

story going around in high diplo- 
matic quarters in Washington that 
Prime Minister Neville Chamber- 
lain never consulted the British 
seadogs and generals before he 
made a treaty with the Poles to 
guarantee their independence. 


The best military strategists on 


this side of the water had been tell- 
ing me for weeks that there was 
no practical way for the western 
allies to help the weaker Polish de- 
fenders at the outset of a great 
war. 


Geography, military tactics, and 


all the imponderables of modern 
warfare required time-consuming 
conferences 
and 
time-consuming 


tactics, both on the battlefields and 
on the diplomatic front While that 
time was ticking away, the inde- 
pendence of Poland ticked away 
with it—for the time being. 


Signs With Stalin 


Here's how the military strate- 


gists discuss the puzzle: 


1. Germany first assured herself 


a complete buffer of neutral states. 
The German army apparently re- 
fused to move for Hitler unless he 
took its advice to make Ms peace 
with the Russians and 
complete 


this circle of neutrality. 


If the French and British were 


to aid Poland at once, then they 
had to decide between CA) an at- 
tack on the West Wall or (B) vio- 
lating the neutrality of some Euro- 
pean state whose territory would 
permit a sound military "flanking 
movement 
against 
the 
German 


army, and draw its best divisions 
away from Poland. 


The West Wall was too tough for 


a quick victory, obviously. Violat- 
ing the 
neutrality of a neutral 


state, such as Belgium, the Neth- 
erlands. Italy, or Rumania, to get 
aid to the Poles was the kind of 
strategy that brought the wrath of 
world opinion 
down 
•upon 
the 


Kaiser at the beginning of the last 
World war. 


So, in the end. the Franco-Brit- 


ish alliance rejected both of those 
methods of offering immediate aid 
to Poland. 


2. As long as Hitler's ally, Mus- 


solini, should keep Italy neutral, 
the British dare not send their 
mam fleet into the Mediterranean 
and maintain a supply line thou- 
sands of miles long to the back 
door of Poland, Rumania. At any 
moment, the canny Mussolini could 
abandon his neutrality, and bottle 
up the British with his swell sub- 
marine fleets. Therefore, Italy must 
be dealt with, peacefully, or other- 
wise. It takes time to do that 


3 If Mussolini couldn't be bought 


off, then he might tie intimidated 
by armed might but the British 
and French commands must first 
get together and decide whether it 
is sensible to make an 
attack 


through the Italian Alps in Sep- 
tember, just before the snow be- 
gins to fly and choke up strategic 
passes. They apparently decided it I 
was not sensible More time was' 
consumed. 


4. That left the western front, for i 


the time being, as the only means | 
of aid. pending the outcome of a 
long-drawn-out blockade of Ger- 
many. How about a sudden attack 
on the West Wall? 


The trouble is nobody knows the 


value of an air fleet in such attacks. 
How important, or 
unimportant 


are airplanes? It may well be that 
the plane is not the all-powerful 
decisive force its advocates claim 
it js, but it also may well be that 
the plane is the margin of victory 
for one side or the other. It could 
go a long way, if concentrated, to 
blast an impassable barrier of 
death between the enemy's supply 
and reinforcements, and isolate the 
Siegfried line. 


Women. Children First 


That also requires the blasting of 


stratecic cities and towns and the 
industrial workers who furnish the 
lifeline of munitions, food, and 
men for a modern 
armed 
force. 


Blasting strategic cities and towns 
in another way of starting war 
against 
defenseless women 
and 


children, because "bombs don't al- 
ways fall exactly where the bomb- 
er wants tfiem to fall.

So Poland 
went by the board—until the war 
takes another turn. The Allies re- 
membering 1918, decided that blitz- 
krieg (lightning Avar), is not the] 
only kind " of war that can be 
fought.

excited dissension, 


breaks out aboard. 
Part of the crew 


won't go. Part will. Part won't even 
risk their skins, and not a heavy risk 
at that, to serve their cause. The other 
part is willing to go to any extent to 
make it possible for Poland to rise again. 
One part won't hazard a scratch. The 
other part would open their veins to feed 
the eternal flame of nationalism with 
their lives. 


One part says. ''What's the use?'' and 


the other part shut their grim lips and 
refuse ease and comfort for themselves 
knowing that even putting such a ques- 
tion is tinged with cowardice. 


The situation in respect to these Polish 


citizens is typical of the human race in 
every spot of the globe. Some will work 
and strive and sacrifice. And some will 
lag and whine and surrender. 


And those who willingly bleed go off 


about their business when the battle is 
over because they always find chores to 
do and those who have best avoided the 
hazard of the battle may often be found 
on the street corner telling others how 
nobly they fought. 


The heroic defenders of Warsaw will 


live in story and legend as they deserve 
to live and the deserters from the Batory 
will disappear into the timeless dust that 
will happily help the world forget them 
by swallowing them up. 


BANSHEES AND KEENERS 


i In one of his bantering interviews 


with correspondents Mr. Roosevelt said 
the newspapers had created out of Tommy 
the Cork and Benny the Cohen a "dou- 
ble headed banshee." 


That is pretty hard upon Cohen and 


Corcoran since a banshee is invariably 
a female, "a woman of the fairies," and 
these two-fisted fellows were entitled to 
a better comparison. 


But the reference was inaccurate for 


another reason. A banshee according to 
Irish folk lore shrieks or wails around a 
house when death is about to enter the 
door. Cohen and Corcoran were not in- 
formers at the approach of death but 
their wailing and shrieking followed the 
destruction of business and finance in 
this country. The correct term to apply 
to them, therefore, is "keener," one who 
wails in lamentation for those who have 
already died. Thus in Synge's "Riders of 
the Sea" the author bemoans a body 
floating ceaselessly upon the water by 
saying, "Isn't it a bitter thing to think of 
him floating that way . . . and no one 
to keen about him but the black hags 
that do be flying on the sea?" 


We need a closer relation between the 


leaders of the democracies when they 
come to reaching into each other's strong 
box of myth, legend or story. Talking 
about banshees and keeners where a 
Corcoran is involved is not inappropriate 
but how would a Cohen ever translate 
or understand the wails when it is not 
given to non-Celtic ears to even hear 
them?

Land 


Today I wish to speak of a mac 


-with quite a long name—Nebuchad- 
nezzar. It is pronounced "neb-you- 
cud-nez-er," with the main accent 
on'the "nez." 


'He was king of Babylonia, and 


came to the throne in. the year 
which we call 604 B. C. He is per- 
haps the best-known king who ever 
lived in Babylon. A great deal is 
written of him in the Bible.

Part of a deed to land given to an 


army captain by Nebuchadnezzar. 
The meaning of the king's long 


name was "Nebo, the Defender of 
the Land." So we might call him 
"Nebo" for short. 


Nebuchadnezzar did a great deal 


to make Babylon a more beautiful 
city. He ordered the building of 
several new temples, and added to 
the walls around the city. 


The "Hanging Gardens of Baby- 


lon" were made during the reign of 
this king. To this day, they are 
classed among the Seven Wonders, 
of the ancient--world. 


Before the Hanging Gardens were 


planted with bushes and trees, a 
mound was prepared. Men were 
set to work moving blocks of stone 
from far places to the spot chosen. 
At length there rose a hill formed 
of stone and earth. The 
general 


shape was like that, of a pyramid,' 
The height -was about 250 feet 


At the top was a palace where 


the king and queen, spent much of 
their time. 


Trees, shrubs 
and'"-flowers cf 


many kinds were planted on the 
terraces, and the fame of the beau- 
tiful gardens spread far and wide. 


A wall was built around the base 


of the hill. This was intended to 
prevent the public from peering too 
closely into the "royal retreat." 


By the 
time 
Nebuchadnezzar. 


came to the throne. Babyon had 
been freed from the Tule of Assyr- 
ia. It had become once more the 
center of a Babylonian empire. 


In the empire there was a little 


country then known as Judah. It 
had lost its freedom years before, 
but the people did not like to be 
under foreign rule. Tomorrow we 
shall see what happened to thein 
when they broke into revolt against 
Nebuchadnezzar.

Sought Strong Material 


Having need for implements with 


which to hunt and make war. the 
aboriginal Indian, like the people of 
other races in their primitive stage, 
sought a strong material

It 
is impossible here to detail all the 
different kinds of stone used by the 
Indian for this purpose. It is suf- 
ficient to say that he found the 
best material to be homogenous 
rock. Let us consider flint or chert j 
in this case. He searched till he j 
found the kind of rock needed, then ] 
went about separating it from other ' 
materials.

This split was possible because 


the nodule was compressed in the 
line of the blow which produced 
an extension the material could not 
withstand. The slow-pushin& heavy,
